Sister Phebe Woodraff, wife of President Wilford Woodruff, died on the 
morning of the 10th ult., at her daughter's residence in Salt Lake City, at the 
advanced 188 bf 78 years, - “Although her death was mainly dus to old age, 
it. may “have. been somewhiat hastened by an accidental fall she met with 
N three 1 weeks before. Ste was well known and highly respected among 
the Saints for her many virtues aud unvarying fidelity to the Gospel. The 
Deseret News,thus speaks of her life: Sister Woodruff was the daughter. of 
Ezra and Sarah Fabyan Carter, and was born. in Scarboro, Maine, March 8, 
1007. She:embraced the Gospel in the year 1834, and about a year. after- 
Wards left her parents and journeyed to Kirtland, Ohio, her mother exacting a 
promise from ber before she started that she ‘would retern to them if she 
found. ‘Mormonisin’ to de falbe. ‘She formed the aequnintanee of Elder 
Waodruff in Kirtland, and in the year 1836 was married to him. She subse- 
S panied him upon missione to the Fox Islands and to Eng-
